Under the above headlinc, Al Assas, official 
mouthpiccse of Nokrashi Pashe, publishes an oditorial by. 
AbéGol Kador Al Mezny, in which ho says: "Tho Arabecon~ 
trolled nart of valostino has no governricnt to acministecr 
its affeirs, Tho Jews wore wisor than the Arabs in this 
rospect. They hastened to form a government as soon as 
the U.N. Assembly voted for partition, and had they not 
Gone so it would have boon impossible for any nation to 
recocnize Isracl. 


"palcstine, however, is still without an frab 
covornnoent, It may be arcucd that tho cstablishmont of an 
Areb govornment in Palcstine was dolayod because the Jcows 
drove scoveral hundred thovsand Palestinian Arabs out of their 
hories, anc beeause the Arab covernncnts wantod to avoid dis- 
putes amionc thomsclvcs over this mattor, Doth cxeuscs are 
silly. The 4rabs of Palcstine lmew that tho Dritish mandate 
would ond on May 15th, They should have forned a »rovisionat 
covernment to tako over the administration the minute theo 
Spitish mandate onced. They could havo applicd to the Arab 
League for moncy and personnol, Tho srab Highor Cormittce 
should havo slanncd everything anc loft nothing to chancc, 
instoad of its leaders secattcring a11 over the worlc. 


"yt was saic sonetine ago that an Arab covernnent 
was formed in Palcsting anc that such anc such gentlemen were 
nenbers of that covernmont., When these sonticmon wore asked 
to make a statoment thoy saic that they know nothing avout
